They at one time ptofcascd 
oocdience to the Topo, and were there- 
frire allowed lo Ituvo a clupcl in the 
Holy Sepulchre ; afterwards, tit'hen tbty 
>*erc wealiliy enough to set up for them ­ 
selves, they abjured their alleKiance 
lo the Pope, and becamc more violent 
«(•ainst the Ijatins than the G reeks —. 
About four or five years before my arri­ 
val, the church of the Holy Scpulchrc 
was burnt down ; an accident chai ged 
by some lo \ho Aimenians, who knew 
that none of the other sects had money 
enough to rebuild i i ; whilst they, hav­ 
ing; command of money, n.igin make

what portion ot the holy places ihcy

The London Monthly Magazine for 
August last, says,w< The rubbish and 
ashes which-overwhelmed the Citjr of 
Pompeii centuries slncoi have been in 
a great degree remoTed ; our traveller* 
are now visiting its streets, inspectini; 
its buildings, houses, and tombs ; and 
from theii antiquitf, it is a subject of 
great astonishment to ^hd many of them 
in •• perfect oi dor. 
They have so long 
been buried from view, and from any 
changes of air or of habitalioa, that they 
now come out« as it were, as fresh as 
wnen they were first lost to society.— 
The destruction is stated to bear date, 
V D. 63, in th«3 ninth year of Nero, by 
earthquake, which succeeded about six* 
teen years the volcanic eruption, which 
serves to account for the Imperfect state 
of the buildingSi apparently from their 
fragment«, of too massy a nature to hare 
suffered ruin by merely the ashes of the 
volcano.— Mr. Gall says, that “ the 
natural inference to be drawn from an 
in^p-K'ction of the spot seems to be, that 
tho hot pumice-stone fell in successive 
showers, and not in one mass ; had the 
latter been the case, the city must in- 
dt;ed have become the tomb of its in* 
habitants, 
whereas comparatively few 
skeletons have been found."— It affords 
an awful sensation, not very easy for 
words to describe, when the visitors of 
these ru*ns fi ’st enter the city, pass 
through several streets of uninhabited 
buildings, and find themselves among 
the tombs ot the Scauri, and of some of 
the most eminent man whose names 
have pven historical interest even to 
modern times, and look around with as* 
toni»iiment to fi >d no person whom they 
can address ait a ci'iien of the town ; 
nor any^person« yet prepared to restore 
these once elegant dwellings to domes­ 
tic life.”
